BONN, March 3 (R) — West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schn^t was urged by the 
conservative opposition 'Wednesday to pay 
an early visit to Israel to tiy to overcome 
recent misunderstanding between the two 
countries. 

Hans Klein, Middle East spokesman of tbe 
opposition Christian Democrats (CDU), told 
a press conference following a visit to Israel 
that the Israelis felt Schmidt was reserved 
toward them. "Helmut Schmidt’s first visit 
would be a difficult one for him, but he would 
be able to clear up a great deal, if not evezy- 
thing,” he said. 

Hie Bonn Foreign ^nistxy said Tuesday 
that West Germany had expressed rcgret and 
displeasure to Israel over a fresh personal 
attack on Schmidt by Begin- The row broke 
out last week after Schmidt was quoted by an 
Israeli new^aper as saying he would not visit 
Israel until Begm apologized for personal 
attacks last year. 

Bonn denied the report, but Begin took up 
the issue and said Schmidt should foDow tbe 
example of his predecessor, 'Willy Brandt, 
and plead forgiveness for Nazi war crimes 
t^alnst the Jews. 

During tbe Israeli election campaign last 
June, Begin accused Chancellor Schmidt of 
serving f^hfuDy in the World War U Ger- 
man Army that helped to massacre European 
Jews. 

At Wednesday's press conference. Alois 
Meites, CDU paritementaiy spokesman on 
foreign affairs, said a dialogue with Israel was 
an essential part of West Gennan foreign 
poli^. Mertes, who also virited Israel, said a 
climate of natural trust could be established 
only through lengthy talks. He also made 
clear tint the oppootioa welcomed plans 
Foreign Minister Hims-Dietriefa Gei^her to 
visit i^el in May. 

America trying 
for bases 
in Caribbean 

WASHINGTON, March 3 (AP) — The 
U.S. Defense Department is exploring the 
possibility of fining access for U.S. warp- 
lanes at bases in a number of countries in the 
Westeni Caribbean area, it said Wednesday. 

Officials refused to identib’ the oounerto . 
where U.S. survey teams have visited to 
examine existing facilities. "The Defense 
Department xs woildng toward developing 
access agreements with ccHzntries in tbe 
Western Caribbean area,” it s^ in response 
to questions. 

'’However, since no final decision has been 
made and no agreements have been reached, 
we will refrain from identifying any q>edSc 
countries.” The United States &eady has its 
own bases in the Caribbean area, ioduding a 
big naval station at Guantanamo in east- 

ern Cuba and other bases near tbe Panama 
Canal. 

The Rea^a admimstration has moved to 
strengthen a number of Central American 
countries such as Honduras and Guatemala, 
which it conskfeis threatened by Cuban- 
backed insurgencies. Tbe most immediate 
area of concern is El S^'ador. but it 
appeared highly unlikely that the United 
States would attempt to send any of hs warp- 
lanes or other military forces into that coun- 
try, beyond the small number of advisers now 
there.

LONDON. March3 (R)— Gold was fixed 
at a two-and-a-half>year low in London 
Wednesday and a West German metals 
trader said there was no that the price of 

the metal would recover in the near future. 

Gold was fixed at $357.1 an ounce in Lon- 
don Wednesday. was ritarply down on 
Tuesday night’s close of $359.75. but only 
fractionally less than the New Yc»k dose of 
S3S7.S. The metal has fellen by almost $40 
since the stan of the year. 

The West Gennan aeiab trader Degossa 
said in its latest ptedous metals report chat no 
revit’al in investor interest in gold could be 
expected while U.S. interest rates loclred set 
to stay at their {xesent high levels. 

Degussa said ftmher Soviet gold sales 
could not be ruled out and as a result. nx»e 
price fells were possible at any time. The 
Soviet Union has been selling fpkA in Zurich 
in what some analysts see as a move to pro* 
vide hard currency to help ease Poland's 
economic proUems. Degussa said that 
althou^ the price of gold migbi recover for 
periods because of industrid ^raand or bar- 
gain buying by central banks, experience 
showed that in a wed; market the pace of 
price recovery wassfowerthanthaxof the fell.

^Soviet space 
weapon likely 
in 1983-1988’ 

WASHINGTON. March 3 (AP) — The 
Soviet Union may depict laser weapons in 
Sjpace during 1983-1988 — a period begin- 
ning next year — that could threaten U.S. 
communications and spy satellites, according 
to a published report of secret testimony by 
the Pentagon’s top scientist. 

Richard D. Delauer, undersecretary of 
defense, also said the Soviets were expected 
to orbit a manned space complex capable of 
attacking ground, sea and air targets from 
space about 1990, according to The Army 
Times. The Pentagon has said for some time 
that the Soviets were ahead of the United 
States in developing such weapons but 
Delauer's estimate is first to disclose such 

an early date for deployment. 

The neu-spaper, a privately owned weekly, 
said in its edition dated March 8 that 
Delauer's statements were contained in a sec- 
ret testimony inadvertently read aloud by 
Republican Congressman Ken Kramer dur- 
ing a public hearing last week of the House 
Armed Ser^ces Conunittee. 

"Geosynchronous satellites may be 
threatened by a Soviet space-based laser...as 
early -s 195*3-1 988.” Delauer as quoted was 
saving in the testimony read by Kramer. 
Geosynchronous satellites always nay above 
the same spot on earth. Such satellites are 
used primarily for communications. 
Kramers reading was interrupted by a com- 
mittee aide, but not before Delauef s words 
painted a grimmer prospect for the 1 990s.

Answer: This has been the noimal practice 
in tbe past. 1 cannot say definitely. We will 
know the plans when we assemble or make 
out tbe plans and assemble in Jeddah on 
March 5. We never have any fixed agenda for 
such visits. Hie committee meets in Jeddah 
first, formulates plans and then goes to 
Tehran and Baghdad putting forward sugges- 
tions and proposals in the hope of acceptance 

the governments concerned. Plans for tlus 
time win be more clear after we asemble on 
March 5. 

Question: Who called the meeting and 
why? 

_ Answer: The meeting was called by our 
Chairman President Sekou Toure and by 
Secretary General Habib Chatti of the 
Oiganization of Islamic Countries (OIQ. 
The peace comnuttee was fbimed, as you 
know, as a result of the last Iriamic summit in 
Taif. It is our duty to resolve the conflict 
between our two Muslim brothers Iran and 
Iraq. Until such time this conflict is resolved 
the peace committee's efforts will continue to 
be to strive hard and to find a solution. 

Question: How did tbe reiao\’<4! i. /. Presi- 
dent Bani-Sadr and tbe slaying of Muham- 
mad Ali Rajai effect the work ^ tile Islamic 
Peace Committee? 

Answen The Islamic Peace Committee 
does not deal with individuals. We (feal with 
governments. Whosoever is in the govern- 
ment Islamic Peace Committee wfll be 
interested in. 

Question: What will you do if the I.P.C.'s 
efforts prove unproductive this time? What 
will you think? What wiU you say? 

Answer: I am glad to inform you we are aD 
very optimistic individuals from President 
Sekou Toure, the chairman, right down to me 
as the President of Pakistan. We are not 
merely optimistic by nature but also in our 
tbou^ts. By still trying to continue our 
efforts until the conflict is resolved. 


Questimi: Since tbe first meeting of the 
OlCs goodwfl] or peace committee, what 
concrete steps have really been scored? 

Answer: The dialogue between the peam 
committee and two Muslim countries is in 
order to find ways and means to resolve tbe 
issue. This itself is a concrete step in its way. 

QnestiMi: Do you really have hopes that 
your efforts will be conclusive? 

Answer: Inshaallah! 

Question: How weary is each side of this 
apparently endless conffict? Is it true that tbe 
I^is fedjrapped in this war. that, to put h 
bluntly, haring seen such sin unexpected 
resistance on tee part of the Iranians and 
folding themselves strongly affected by this 
war, they wish to stop it, not to say they ^ 
afraid of its continuation, lest tee tide of war 
may change? 

Answer: 1 will not like to comment on 
either of the two members because we have 
to deal with both of teem. 

Questitm: How true are rumors teat tee Ira- 
nian Army has not moved yet and teat those 
who are running the war are tee guards of tbe 
revolution, wh^ Iran’s folly militaiy poten- 
tial has not been tackled despite Iraq’s weari- 
ness? 

Ansv^ These are long statements, not 
questions. IT is not a very correct question to 
Im asked of a member of a peace committee. 
It is not an investigating agency.

But I 
know it has cost both sides enormous sums of 
money.

According to a decree by the Education 
Ministry circulated to all educational 
/ones, a Saudi Arabian student at any 
educational or training level will be paid 
SR6U.00U by the finance and national 
economy minisity in the event of death or 
disability. The sum will be paid in full in 
the case ol‘ death and also in the case of 


injury leading to a partial or total disabil- 
ity preventing the student from carrying 
on his studies or training. 

Part of the compensation will be paid in 
the case of parriaJ or total disability that 
does not prevent the student from pursu- 
ing his or her studies or training. Such a 
compensation will be calculated in accor- 
dance with the degree of injury par- 
tial to total disability. 

Implementation of the new compensa- 
tion rules will be confined to cases of death 
or disability occurring as a result of a mat- 
erial cause that came up during studies.

Five training 
centers to open 
in Ahsa region 

AHSA, March 3 (SPA) — The region's 
department of education has decided to open 
Hve centers for training and school activit>' in 
Hofuf and Mabraz from Saturday, it was 
announced here Wednesday.

Harakan thanks officials for mosque week 


MAKKAH. March 3 (SPA) — Sheikh 
Muhammad Ali Al-Harakan. secretary gen- 
eral of the Muslim World League, W'ednes- 
day cabled his thanks to Prince Faisal ibn 
Fahd. president of youth welfare, on the 
occasion of the fifth mosques' week. 

Harakan. who sent the cable on behalf of 
the secretariat general of the World Supreme 
Council of Mosques, said the activities of the 
week arc being noticed with great interest, as 
they are related to a commendable service to 
the mosques. 

The MWL secretary general sent identical 
cables to Sheikh Abdul Wahhab Abdul 
Wasie, minister of pilgrimage and endow- 
ments: and Dr. Abdul Aziz Al-Khuwaiter, 
minister of education. 

Meanwhile. Harakan met Wednesday with 
Mustafa Sesse. chairman of the Islamic- 
African Coordination Council and Senegal- 
ese ambassador to the Kingdom. They dis- 
cussed possible ways of spreading the mes- 
sage of Islam across the African continenu 
within the framework of the resolutions and 
recommendations of the first Islamic infor- 
mation conference which was held in Jakarta. 
Talks also covered the condition of Islamic 


newspapers, including the magazine Muslim 
Africa, published in French by the Islamic 
Organization's Union in Senegal. 

After the meeting, Sesse said the council 
plans to undertake a number of activities cen- 
tering on the preparation of preachers and 
Fcligious guides, whose task will be to deliver 
lectures and to spread the Islamic message in 
Africa. He added that a training course was 
carried out in Nouakshott, Mauritania, with 
the participation of men working in these 
fields. Those having passed the course have 
been sent in different parts of the African 
continent to propagate the message of Islam, 
he said. 

Sesse said that a number of copies of the 


Holy Quran, translated into French, English 
and an African language, hav’e been distri- 
buted. and added that the council has 
received from the Kingdom some scholar- 
ships which have been awarded to deserving 
students to pursue their studies. 

In regard to the council's activities, Sesse 
said it is currently implementing the resolu- 
tions of the second session. He added the 
council intends to hold its next meeting in 
May in Morocco, at the invitation of the 
Moroccan government. He expressed optim- 
ism on the councifs success in the future, 
since all officials in Africa have expressed 
their readiness to give material and moral 
support, he said.

Assad gets 

Mitterrand speaks Reagan note 

of Palestinian rights

TEL AVIV. March 3 (Agencies) — French 
President Francois Mitterrand arrived in an 
uncial visit Wednesday — the first ever by a 
French head of state to the Zionist state — 
and received a warm welcome in recognition 
of his new even-handed Middle East policy. 

Israeli President Yitzhak Navon greet^ 
MitteiTaod on the rain-swept tarmac. Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin sat in a wheelchair 
beside the rostrum during the welcoming 
speeches. Begin broke a bone in bis hip joint 
in November and is still recuperating. 

The 6S-year-old French president 
described himself as a “true firiend of IsraeP 
but also loudied on the Middle-East crisis in 
his remarks, though be did not mention the 
Palestinians by name. 

“None of us can be satisfied as long as the 
people still suffering from a prolong^ con- 
flict for a generation or more, do not have 
peace in fid] dignity," Mitterrand said. “Let 
us work together that this visit will allow our 
two countries to enlarge the perspective open 
before us." he said. He hoped the occasion 
would “unleash just solutions to a problem 
that preoccupies us.” 

Navon declared; “We ardently hope that 
with you a new, happier page becomes 
inscribed in the history of our two countries 
and that the clouds that have at times obs- 
cured our relations wQl finally dissipate.” 
Mitterrand then went to Jerusalem. 

(In a broadcast in Beirut Wednesday, the 
Voice of Palestine criticized the virit saying 


that “ the price France will pay in its relations 
with the Arab countries for this policy (of 
rapprodieinent with Israel) will be against 
the interests of the French people.” 

(The official radio of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Orgmiization (PLO) added that Mitter- 
rand’s trip constituted “poundless support 
for Israel, which is isolated on the interna- 
tional scene.” 

(“The Palestinians m the oocui»ed ter- 
ritories win inform President Mitterrand of 
their trust in the PLO and of their belief in the 
T^t to self-rule and the creation of an inde- 
pendent (Palestinian) state.” the radio smd.) 

In Paris, former French Foreign Minister 
Maurice Couve de MurvOle said Wednesday 
France no longer had a say in Middle East 
aSSam berause the United States and the 
Soviet Union excluded any outride voices in 
the area. 

He said in an interview with the pro- 
socialist Le MaUm newspaper “France, no 
more than Britain has any say in the Middle 
EasL” Couve de Murville. who was foreign 
minister during the 1967 war, said French 
influence in world affairs in general hwd 
diminished and this had contributed to its loss 
of influence in the Middle EasL 

Commenting on Pierident Mitterrand's 
visit to Israel, he said: “ Frankly, the situation 
in which tiie Middle East finds itself today 
and the numerous crises there, I believe it 
would be wise not to make too many trips. 
Neither to one ride nor the other.” 


U.S. reassures Israel on arms tilt 


WASHINGTON. Marefa 3 (AFP) — For ‘ 
the second time in 24 hours, a top American 
official has reassured Israel that the United 
States would not lightly alter the militaiy bal- 
ance in the Middle East to the detriment of 
Israeli security. 

The reassurance was apparently prompted 
by feats of an Israeli militaiy action and by 
next month's return to Egypt of the Israeli 
occupied Sinai peninsula, l^hoing remarks 
made Monday by Defense Secretary Caspar 
Weinbeiger, Sectary of State Alexander 
Haig Tuesday told acongresrional committee 
that veiy carefol conrideration should be 
given to the balance of forces in the Middle 
East. 

Weinberger had said earlier that any deci- 
sion on American arms sales to the Arab 
countries should be based not only on the real 
needs of the countries concerned but also on 
their possible effects on the balance of power. 
Haig and Weinberger both showed caution 
on the possible sale of groimd-air Hawk mis- 
siles sophisticated combat airoraft to Jor- 
dan. 

The two men stressed that no formal 


request had been received in Washington 
from King Hussein of Jordan who Sunday 
made clear he intends to acquire su^ 
weaponiy. A State Department official in a 
private conversation said; “We are ready to 
help our Arab friends in the Middle East to 
face up to the Soviet or internal subverrion 
threat, but any dedsion will be weighed 
extremely carefoUy, partkulariy in the U ghr 
of the n^ to preserve Israel's security.” 

Observers said that the outpouring of reas- 
surances about United States intentions 
toward Israel showed the administration’s 
disquiet over recent statements by the Israeli 
leadership. Defense Minister Ariel Sharon 
has indicated that Israel would not tolerate 
the acquirition by Jordan of American 
mobile missiles or fighter-bombers. 

The question of arms sales to Jordan will 
face the Reagan administration with a dif- 
ficult problem in the next month or two. 
observers said. An American refusal could 
cause King Hussein to conclude new agree- 
ments with the Soviet Union for military pur- 
chases. 


For mass arrest of citizens 


Syria complies tb‘ U.N.' on Ijsrael 


UNITED NATIONS, March 3 (AP) — 
Syria accused Israel Tuesday of making 
"mass arrests of Syrian nationals” in the 
occupied Golan Heists amid a general strike 
there against Israels annexation of the Syrian 
tcrritorv. 

In a letter to U.N. Secretaiy-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar, Syrian Ambassador 
Dia- Allah El-Fattal also Israel had been 

reinfordng hs troops in the Heights since the 
Dec. 14 annexation. He added that when 
Arabs in tbe occupied West Bank began con- 
tributing to a fund to aid “Syrian Arabs in 
danger" of starvation.” Israeli military 
authorities sealed off the Golan “to prevent 
these contributions from reaching their des- 
tination” and put five persons under house 


arrest for collecting donations. 

Even Israeli jouroalbts are lianed from 
visiting the Golan Heights, EI-Fattal said, 
and added that “Israeli authorities are 
enfordng a new series of civil procedures in 
order to compel our nationals to accept 
Israeli citizenship.” 

“Seventy percent of Arab births are being 
refused regiscration, marriage certificates are 
not being issued and automobile registrations 
are bing denied so long as Israeli identity 
cards are not held by the applicants,” he 
dtarged. The ambassador asked that his let- 
ter Ite circulated as an official document of 
the General Assembly and the Security 
CouDcfl, both of which have called on Israel 
to rescind its extension of Israeli law and 
administration to the Golan Heights. 


Over 60 Sinai squatters evicted 


TEL AVIV. March 3 (R) — The Israeli 
Army Wednesday evicted more than 60 
squatters from northern Sinai and then began 
to dismantle their illegal outpost as the first 
stage of the Israeli withdraw^ from the area 
next month. 

A large force broke into the settlement of 
Chazar Adar at dawn and forced the squat- 
ters, members of the anti-withdrawal mov- 
ment, out of tbeir temporary living quarters 
in caravans and buses, military sources said. 
The squatters, including women and chil- 


dren, tried to resist but they were forced onto 
buses and trucks and taken to a nearby army 
camp where they were released. 

Defense Minister Arial Sharon announced 
Tuesday that the army would begin removing 
squatters Wednesday. His announcement 
came after the government won parliamen- 
tary bacUng for its handling of the with- 
drawal Som the area, which goes back to 
Egypt before April 26 under the terms of the 
peace treaty betwwn them.

Habib arrived in Damascus from Israel 
Tuesday and has already talked with Syrian 
Foreign Minister Abdul Halim Khad dam in 
the midst of attacks by the officii Syrian 
news media on U.S. policies to the Middle 
East and Habib's mission.Habib is currently 
on his fifth shuttle to the Mid^e Past since 
last May in an effort to consolidate the Jnty 24 
ceasefire in southern LebanM between 
Palestinian commands and Israel which be 
was instrumental in bringiag about with 
United Nations help. 

The Syrian press has charged Habib is unfit 
for his role as mediator because of the U.S. 
administration's support for Israel Although 
Habib has refrain^ from making any com- 
ment regarding the nature of his talks witii 
Syrian, Lebanese or Israeli leaders, Israeli 
sources in Jettsalem said Habib ureuld like 
the ceasefire to include a ban eo commando ■ 
attacks inside Israel which technically were 
not considered part of the July 24 ceasefire. 

Despite Habib's presence, Syria’s 
governmem-cootrolled press launched new 
condemnations Wednesday of Washington. 
One article called the United States “tlm 
principal enemy of tbe Arab nation.” 

Two days Assad himself accused 
Washington of “manipuiating from time to 
time the Muslim Brotlteihood, believing that 
by creating problems in Syria, it can bring the 
country to capitulate to Israeli wiD.” 

Just as Habib and Kbaddam were sitting 
down to talk Tuesday the National Pro^es- 
sive Front, the highest political grouping in 
Syria's ruling Baath Party apparatus, reas- 
serted S)da's determination to “fight‘(U.S.) 
policies in the region.” Even after Habib 
arrived in Beirut last weekend, h was far from 
certain that Syrian officials would grant per- 
mission for Habib to come to Damascus. But 
analysts said a Syrian desire to continue 
dialogue with the United States overrode the 
differences between the two rides. 

Habib ori^a^y launched his mission in 
May after Syria wheeled Soviet-made 
SAM-6 misriles into eastern Lebanon after 
ioring two of its helicopters to IsraeU jets. Tbe 
Syrian move threatened to spark off a con- 
firontation between Israel and Syria. Habib, 
after successfully heading off an immediate 
collision between the two. became involved 
in tbe southern Lebanon issue which erupted 
duiingaiK- of lus trips to the area.

U.S. must promote talks between El Salvador junta and rebels

Any Vietnam veteran can tell you that there is a 
big diReienoe between a pacification campaign and 
a genuine search for peace. Pacification is a bloody 
process. Villages get burned, peasants get kiOed 
Achieving real peace, by contrast, reqiures getting 
to the roots of the conflict. Among other tfamgs, it 
involves persuading waning parties to lay their 
weapons aside, to sic down and talk ihrou^ their 
differences and, above all. to make compromises. 

By that measure, the Reagan administration is 
backing a pacification campaign in El Salvador, but 
so far refuses to supporta:5carcbibrrca]l peace; The 
administration is stepping up military assistance to 
the Salvadoran junta at the same time ft dikiiiss» as 
a“propaganda maneuver" an offerfrom opporition 
guerrillas to begin negotiations. 

U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig says he 
does not want to give the guerrillas at the baigaining 
table something they could not win on the bat- 


tlefield or something they refused to try for at the 
polls. Haig and other Reagan administratioa offi- 
ciak would like to give the Salvadoran Anny 
enough arms and craitting to wipe out the 
insurgents. 

The U.S. administradon argues that El Sal- 
vador’s problems have been caused by Cuban and 
Soviet meddling. Not to support the junta would be 
tantamount to surrenderu^ El Salvador — ■ and all 
Central America, for that matter — to international 
communism. 

Assistant Secretary of State Thomas O. Enders 
express^ the administration’s view recently before 
a House subcommittee; "There is no mistalting that 
;■ the dedsive battle, for Central America is undmway 
in E! Siivad'or.'If, after Nicaragua, El' Salvador is' 
captured by a violent minority, who in Central 
America would not live in fear? How long would it . 
be before major strategic interests — the Panama 
Canal, sea lanes, oil supplies were at risk?” 

There is little doubt t^t Cuban arms and supplies 


are being smuggled into El Salvador. Without 
Cuban and indirebt Soviet support, the Salvadoran 
opposition would lack strength to wage the out- 
and-out guerrilla war that is destroying chat coun- 
try. 

There is also some logic in the administration’s 
view that it is in the United States’ interest to assure 
the continued control by the junta as the only 
acceptable alternative to a takeover by a dictator- 
ship of either the left or the right. As l^ders not^ 
at a Senate committee hearing also looking into the 
El Salvador crisis, " I don’t see bow we are going to 
promote human* rights by letting El- Salvador 
become arrofflSrNiOTag^'**'' ' 

But acknowledging ttose points is pot the same 
as agreemgw^ the administration's apprai^' that 
the straggle in El Salvador is fondainentally an 
East-West confrontation, a showdown between 
Communism and democracy in Central America. 
Nor does acknowledging Cuban meddling in El Sal- 
vador suggest that the viotence would quickly go

Condemnation of Libyan leader 
Muammar Qaddafi's malicious 
lies and slanderous attack on the 
Kingdom's policy and French 
President Francois Mitterrand's 
visit to Israel were main topics for 
editorial comment in Wednes- 
day's newspapers.

Describing Qaddafi as a 
feeble-minded person, the paper 
said the action of the Libyan 
leader deals a great blow to Arab 
causes and unity. The paper felt 
Qaddafi's malicious lies were the 
outcome of his irrational policies 
and mounting anger over his 
actions inside Libya. “Moreover, 
such attacks of Qaddafi are aimed 
at diverting the Libyan people's 
attention the brewing unrest 

in his own country," it added. 

Qn the same subject A/ 
said Qaddafi's attack on the King- 
dom’s poli^ was the result of "his 
total frustration, failure of his 
Internal policies and his country’s 
isolation in the international 
arena." 

The paper disclosed that the 
root cause of differences between 
the leaders of Saudi Arabia and 
Ubya "goes back to a visit made 
by the Libyan No. 2 man Abdul 
S^ni Jalloud to Saudi Arabia, 
during which he asked for a loan.

Members of the Italian for-right, custodians of 
the spirit of Italy's fasdst past, are trying to per- 
suade voters that they offer a respectable alterna- 
tive to recurring scandals and government crises. 

Gtotgio Almiiante, leader of MSI. the party of 
Italy’s neo-fascists, advocates a blend of what he 
calls the patriotic virtues of the age of fascist dic- 
tator Benito Mussolini and “practical oorporat- 
ism." But he and his followers also take trouble to 
distance themselves fix>m the violent extremes of 
rightist urban guerrillas and the excesses and rejec- 
tion of the democratic process that QrpiBed Musso- 
linfs rule. 

Almirante, a distinguished-looking 67-year-old 
told the MSr s 1 3th Congr^, “Restoring the fascist 
regime without Mussolini or the historical forces 
which gave it life, credibility and strength, only 
madmen could think of it." 

The MSI (the initials stand for Italian Social 
Movement) is the fourth laigest party in Italy. 
Cold-shouldered by the other parties and con- 
stantly reviled by the left, it nonetheless bolds 30 
seats in the 630-seat chamber of deputies and 1 3 in 
the 3 1 S-seat senate. 

Almirante. a former petty official in Mussolinfs 
administration, a jouni^ist, waroone^>ondentand 
holder of the militaiy medal of valor, is balding, 
moustachioed and dresses impeccably. 

The MSI Congress was tom with intemecine dis- 


putes but enough rhetOTic emerged to give a picture 
of the kind of Italy he and his foDowers vvould like to 
see. The history of the far right is a murky affair, foil . 
of accusations and onmter-diaiges about murdezs, 
terrorism, aims caches and fail^ coups. 

Almirante steers a skBlfol pafo through the 
minefields of Italian politics. The MSI, be says, 
represents a “tiiiid way." 

Opponents say the MSI is a coHectioo of reac- 
tionaries nostalgic for the excesses of fa*riism and 
secretly tympafoetic to violence. Fhr-right groups 
have killed more people, usually in bonab blasts, 
than extreme leftists, including the Red Brigades. 

But the MSI loudly condemns violence and con- 
stantly campaigns for the deatii penalty for guerril- 
las convict^ m murder. Political anatysts say that 
despite constant threats to rerigo if internal sAism s 
continue, Almir ante is a key figure in the drive to 
present the party as a respect^Ie alternative. 

The MSr$ {datfonn is a mixture, whidi the anal- 
ysts describe as an attempt to appeal to the law- 
and-order-seeking middle dasses and to di^nm- 
tled workers and formers who feel I talian society 
has let them down. It promotes a suggestion tiiat 
militaiy tribunals should sommaiily try and execute 
guerriUas ^tb the same enthusiasm as plans to 
reorganize foe economy on lines dearly remhuscent 
of the theories of Muslim. 

Almirante even dedaied himgrff "profoundly 
fflove^* te note Miat he perceived as " tl» simiiaiity 
between the recent en<^ical of Pope John Paul 
‘laborem exercens' (on work and woriters) and the 
sodal objectives of our own party."

Taiwan’s economic growth below target

TAIPEI — 

Taiwan, often hailed as a model of development 
for countries outride the industrialired West, has 
had a year of poor economic results. Total trade, 
industrial production and economic growth of 5.5 
percent were all below target The budget for foe 
year ending last June was $310 million in the red, 
the first defidt for 17 years, and the deficit for the 
fiscal year 1982 is likely to be around $770 million. 

Tbe main causes are the nation's oil bill — it has 
to import more than 70 percent of its energy needs 
— and the global recession, whose effects have been 
especially severe on a country like Taiwan. With a 
domestic market of only 18 million and almost no 
natural resources, Taiwan is enormously dependent 
on foreign trade, which accounted for 50 percent of 
GNP In 1980. 

As the economic situation went from bad to 
worse during the second half of last year, there was 
a major reshuffle of the cabinet in November. The 
most important appointment was that of Qiao 
Yao-tung as minister of economic affoirs. A gradu- 
ate of Massachusetts Institute of Technology, he 
worked in private industry for 20 years before t^- 
ing over the chairmanship of foe state-owned China 
Steel in 1978. 


Since taking office, Chao has constantly rammed 
home the m **s^g*^ that Taiwan has no lot^-tenn 
future in the labor-intensive, low-wage products 
like textOes, shoes and consumer eledronxcs that 
.have brought tbe country to its present prosperity. 
The strategic industries of the future are tp 
machinery, transportation and informatton, be 
announced in a ^edi last month. 

Chao argues that the present state of world trade 
leaves Taiwan with no alternative: textiles and TV 
sets are under quota in both foe- leading markets, 
the U.S. and the EEC; which also restricts imports 
of Taiwan footwear.- Rising unemployment in both 
these areas is likely to make restrictions in tire

Wages here rose by 10 tol5 percent last year and 
by 20 percent a yearfor foe three years before thaL 
So low-wage countries like the ASEAN members

increasingly severe competition in light industrial, 
labor-intenrive products. 

There was a warning of things, to come in tiie 
production figures of the American sports shoe 
manufoctuier I'Qke, which bought 21 percent of its 
total purchases, worth $96 mfllioa, from Taiwan 
companies in the year ended last May. At the same 
time, it bought a million pairs of sbo^ from Chma, 
at prices substantially lower than Taiwan’s. Nike's 


president, Phil Knight, forecast that China could 
. supplyuptol5miUioapairs,or29percentoftotal 
purchases, by 1985. 

Taiwan has already made sign.'ificant advances in 
l^tablishiiig new industries. The most impiesrive is 
a sdence-based industrial park in Hrinchu, 35 
southwest of TaipeL- The perk, reserved for fa^h- 
tedmology manufocnxrers, has attracted 30 firms in 
the past year. 

But while foe new industries are being 
developed, Taiwan will have to rely on foodriuffi, 
textiles and li^t industrial products — the mafk of 
a devekqmig counixy. 

There are still many obstacles to overcome 
before it can become a ^veloped nation.' Over 90 
percent of companies here are family-owned and 
less than x30 issue shares to foe public; most are 
unfamiliar whh modern management or accounting 
methods and do not have foe capital to

Indian objections stop Nepal becoming a ‘peace zone’

' ' KATHMANDU (D^thnews) — India's 
objections have kept King Birendta's prop- 
os^ to declare Nepal a zone of peace in the 
deep freeze and have driven a wedge in the 
relations between the two countries. 

Twenty-five countries have already 
endorsed the plan, but New DelhTs 
unswerving opposition has all but killed the 
king's pet foreign policy initiative. Among 
the countries which have endorsed the 
proposal are Saudi Arabia, Britain, Bel- 
gium, Yugoslavia, Chechoslovakia, Egypt, 
Iran and the five-member Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN). 

The major holdouts are the United States 
and the Soviet Union, which still have to 
declare their respective positions on the 
issue. 

Since 1975 when King Birendra first 
broached the zone of peace proposal, India 
has ignored the king's initiative. But inter- 
national pressure is building up and prime 
I^nister Indira Gandhi may eventually 
have to fece the issue squarely. 

Recently, then Indian Presideat Neelam 
Sanjiva Reddy visited Nepal in an effort to 
persuade the king to soften his stand on the 
peace zone proposal but with little success. 
Reddy’s trip was preceded by the visit of 
another top Indian official, Naradn^Ifeo . 
l^t November. 

Officially, India has called for an elabora- 
tion by epal of the proposaL Unless Nep^ 
“spelled out the spe^cs of the plan,” India 
would not be in a position to consider it 
seriously, said a government ^kesman. 

Indeed. Nepal has yet to present a con- 
crete firamework of the peace zone plan. 
After six years, Kathmandu has only pre- 
sented the bare outline of the proposal. But 
Nepal feefe that India is d^imined to 
stonewall the proposal, and its caD for 
“specifics" was designed only to extract 
from Nepal the finer points of die proposal 
which it would oppote anyway. 

Nepal inrists that it is ready to out 
\|he specifics of the plan, but India must first 


express a commitment to accept it in prind- 
ple. The disagreement between Ne{^ and 
India over the peace zone bid represents 
only tbe tip of the iceberg of the silent polit- 
ical maneuverings between them. 

The feet is Ne^ is struggling to fiee itself 
of India's grip. On the otiier hand, Iwfia 
seems bent on retaining its influence on 
Nepal. The long believes that once Nepal fe 
dedaredazooeofpeace, it would free itself 


of much of the age-old pressure coming ' 
from India. 

King Birendra has stated that he does not 
foresee foreign aggression against Nepal 
coining from both India and China, the 
country's powerful neighbors. 

What he feais most, he said, was that 
there countries that had been locked in 
ooljtical struggle in the past, would interfere 
in his country’s internal affairs. 
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' On tbe other hand, India has e^ressed 
apprehension that its agreement would 
undermine tbe peace and friendship treaty 
tbe two countries signed in 1950. This tre- 
aty commits two nations to perpetuate 
peace and they are to adhere to tbe rule of 
mutual consultations on military matters. 

In case of aggression against one of the 
signatories, tbe treaty further states, each 
wiU come to the aid of the other. India's 
apprehension is also anchored on its belief 
that an international agreement would open 
(be way for other countries, including those 
of tbe Third World, to interfere in its inter- 
nal affairs. 

India argues that such interference would 
endanger tbe defense and security of the 
subcontinent. Lately. India bas added a new 
political dimension in its opposition to tbe 
peace zone proposal. It said that there’s no 
need for Nepal to be declared a zone of 
peace because its security is guaranteed by 
India in tbe 1950 treaty. 

But after more than 30 years, Nepal is 
remoostratiDg against tbe treaty which it 
describes as an “unequal treaty” foisted on 
a weak nation by a powerful neighbor. 

Although Kathmandu bas refrained from 
publicly demanding a reviskm or outright 
abrogation of the treaty apparently to avoid 
Indian retaliation, it has pointedly 
reminded India that several clauses of the 
trea^ had become obsolete. 

NepaTs policy of treading cautiously even 
on the pe^ zone propos^ is underetapd- 
able. India holds l»y to NepaTs over- 
land transit. India could easily choke off the 
landlocked country’s trade and commerce 
by denytmg passage to Nepal through its> 
territory. 

Such an Indian action could earily bring 
about a de-stabiliz^ effect on NepaTs 
political and economic life. Moreover, India 
believes that the king's proposal should be 
assessed in light of larger political impera- 
tives, specifkaliy New DelhTs own plan to 
declare the subcontinent a nuclear-free and 
peace zone. J 


Indeed, tbe offehore oil industry is caught 
up in its biggest construction boom yet. 
Unlike the growth of the mid-'70s, which was 
confined primarily to North Sea drilling, tbe 
present expansion fe worldwide. 

But so have tbe concomittant risks 
involved. Platform exploration fe being 
attempted in ever more hostile environments 
— in polar regions and in waters considered 
until recent^ to be impenetrably deep. 

Because of rising accidents, the Interna- 
tional Labor Organizatioa bas draHii up a 
Code of Practice to help minimize the loss of 
lives and equipment, llie ILO explains: 

It fe difficult to determine the exact number 
of oQsboie workers; most sources place the 
figure at between 350.000 and 450,000. 

Yet tbe hazards they have to face are fairly 
wefl-known — adverse weather conditions, 
dangers when boarding one vessel from 
another, drilling mishaps, fire or explosion, 
exposure to X-ray, noise and toxic cbenucals. 

According to the British Medical Associa- 
tion, offehore platform fatalities are ten times 
greater than those in coal mining which ranks 
among the most hazardous occupations. 
Estimates show that tbe industry claims bet- 
ween 250 and 700 lives annually, aside from 
innumerable minor accidents. 

As one hardened veteran put iL “Among 
the old-timers in the business, fingers are as 
rare as hen’s teeth." 

These, then, are the hardy breed of men, 
the so-called frontUners in the search for pet- 
roleum. And in ILO’s reckoning, the role of 
workers and employers in reducing and coo- 
troUing the hazards of offshore operations fe 
crucial in these times of 'intenrifi^ oil explo- 
ration. It calls on employers to provide 
machinery and equipment for ofl rigs vdiich 
comply with national safety laws and regula- 
tions. 

No less essential is the choice of workers, 
says ILO. They should be suited “by their 
pl^sique, state of health, skill and al^ity to 
communicate” to jobs for vdneh they are 
required. 

Tlie code stresses tbe need for proper train- 
ing and re-trainhig, taking into account tbe 
special potential rfeks associated with worie- 
ing ofE^re. One. key.recommendatkm is . 
that the rig owner or contractor be required 
to appoint a full-time safety and healtii 
supervisor. A safety committee should .also 
be set up in any project where the conditions 
u;arraat. 

Other recommendations range from pre- 
caution involving the safe consiruetioo and 
use of scaffoldings, ladden, iiftmg gear, 
wielding and flame-cutting equipment, to 
protection against falling objects, excessive 
contact voltage, noise and vibration. 

Tbe code also reaffirms anotber basic prin- 
ciple in any worfcpliKe — medicai examina- 
tions before, during 'and after employment. 
This assumes greater -significance in the case 
of oil rig workers who are exposed — more 
than any others — to climatic, ebemied and 
physical hazarck.

PARIS (LOS) — Twelve natuid beauty or 
historical sites^ including the Saint '^pez 
peninsula and the Mont Sainte-Victoire 
. which inspired Cezanne, are to be protected 
under an urgent government order which 
could see unsightly build ing s demolished and 
mining projects closed down for .miles 
around. 

Tbe big dear-up. covering hundreds of 
thousaneb .of acres, will be outlined by Envi- 
ronment Minister Michel Crepean next 
week, deq>ite strong opposition from .local 
coundfe. The order will enable tbe govem- 
mest to fordbb' uns^btly devefopment 
and cancel all nearby projects such as power 
lines or new roads. 

The 12 sites amount to a “most-treasured 
map” of French naniral beauty or historical 
sites. In the case of the Saint Tropez penin- 
sula, it wfl] cover the resorts of Saint Tropez. 
La Croix-Valmer, Ramatuelle and Gassin. 
Tougher controls on camping sites and taous- 
ing porjects are expected. 

In some areas, the new order will lead to 
the doting of mines, tbe dismantling of c^le 
railways and the cancelation of proposed 
hydro-electric dams as weD as roadside cafes 
and car parks. Several prospecting ventures, 
including tearches for uranium and oil, may 
be halted. 

Tbe order will not only protect . tbe sites 
themselves but areas for miles around, such 
as the case of Mont Saint Michel in Nor- 
mandy where three departments will be. 
affected. The other sites include a mountain 
in eastern France, the BaDon cTAIsace, 
Puy^Mary volcano in the Massif Central, and 
Raz Pointe in Flnlstere, which was recently 
threatened by tbe Plogoff nuclear-power pro- 
jecL

“About eight or nine years ago, there was a 
tremendous boom in ait" says Sir John, a 
former British Army colonel who spent some 
20 years in Japan in diplomatic and official 
posts before johung Christie's in 1971. 

. “Then tbe boom simply busted" — a debacle 
that be attributes to tbe changing tastes of the 
Japanese buyers. 

By tbe late 1970s, the Japanese were again 
buying but tince then. Sir John adds pain- 
foDy, “we have seen very little activity on tbe 
part of Japanese dealers on the worid art 
market.” 

Christie’s first Japanese auction in 1980 
was a much-ballyhooed affair that resulted in 
sales of $47.8 mfllioD. The figure plunged to 
40 percent of that total last year, and fell 
again to some $15 mlDion, not enough for 
Christie's to break even. 

The character of Christie's sale this year 
was differenL It consisted of European prints 
sold alongtide Japanese works, including 
teaditional scrolls and Western-style paint- 
ings known as Yohga. 

“Tbe market here has calmed down too 
much for European paintings,” a young 
Christie’s representative said as Sir John 
waited to conduct the auction in Japanese 
“Japanese buyers, when they do buy, would 
prefer to go to London or Paris themselves." 

This is very much in contrast to 1979 and 
1 980. when paintinp by ChagaU and Renoir 
among others, were the star attractions

Best weapon against heart attack is prevention 


^ieart Test: How is your heart?\ 


By Sandy Rovner 

WASHINGTON (WP) — There have 
been some major medical hreakthrougfis in 
the treatment of heart attacks in the past few 
years, some even within the past few months, 
such as the discovery that combining two 
classes of heart drugs — beta blockers and 
calcium channel blockers — may be a par- 
ticularly efficacious way to protect heart 
attack survivors from having another attack. 
Physicians and researchers have a wealth of 
new knowledge about what causes hean 
attacks, what happens when they occur and 
what causes them to recur. These new diag- 
nostic and surgical techniques and new drugs 
and combinations of drugs are revolutioniz- 
ing treatment. But preveniion is still the best 
weapon, and. tragically, perhaps the least 
utilized. 

Prevention depends as much (or more) on 
the individual as it does on the doctor. 

And although there arc certain immutable 
things tending to predispose some individuals 
to heart attack or stroke, there are other 
things that can significantly reduce what the 
medictil community now calls the risk factors. 

Dr. Edward B. Diethrich. cardiologist, 
heart surgeon, medical director of the 
Arizona Heart Institute, and just-named 
heart amsultant to the President's Council on 
Physical Fitness, has devised a test called “ the 
ca^iovaseular risk factor analysis." It is 
based on the kind of testing he and his staff do 
at the institute, but is specincally designed for 
people before they beatme patients. 

The bare bones test is reprinted here. An 
expanded version, with more details about 
how you can make it work for you. is included 
in dicthrich's book. The Arizona Heal Insti - 


tuie 'xtfeart7esr(Comer$tone-Simon Schus- 
ter, $6.95. Proceeds to heart research.) The 
good news, says Diethrich, is that even if your 
score is in the dangerzone (36 or more) “ You 
can actually do something about redudng 
your risk of heart attack and stroke." 

A little more than a year ago. ABCs 20-20 
did a segment on Diethirich's work and, as it 
were, administered the heart test to the TV 
viewing public. To the astonishment of 
Diethrich — and ABC — there were 2S0.000 
responses from people who took the test. 
More than just a phenomenon, it gave Dieth- 
rich's research arm. the International Heart 
Foundation, a hefty sample on which to base 
a test of the test itself. 

Diethrich advertised for volunteers, won 
some financing and the help of the computer 
department of the University of Arizona. The 
subsequent follow up disclosed that those 
responding viewers w'ho had scored 36 or 
more were under a doctor's care or had 
already undergone angiograms and bypass 
surge ly. 

The risk factors that you have no control 
over, obviously, are your age, sex. and family 
and personal histories — one through fourbn 
the chart. No. 5 . diabetes, can be lessened as a 
factor, although not eliminated. 

But the rest of the factors are pretty much 
up to the Ind'ivldual. Not ea^, mind you, but 
look at it this way: 

Take AI. He is 56 years old. His mother 
had a heart attack. He had a mild stroke when 
he was 50. His score is already 24. 

Say he smokes two packs a day and is prob- 
ably 30 pounds overweight. That brings him 
up to 36 (high risk) already and that doesn't 
even count his blood pressure, which is bound 
to be high — peiiiaps because he Ls over- 
weight, perhaps because he is also an A-tape

At hb next visit, his cholesterol (the stuff 
that dogs arteries) b still high and hb doctor 
sees other trouble signs, such as breathless- 
ness and occasionaL transient chest pain.

ques. These can actually permit cardiologbts 
to observe the distribution of blood in the 
heart vesseb while the patient b exerdsing.

Althou^ women, in generaL are less at risk, 
more and more of them are having heart 
problems, other than the romantic kind, 
recent statistics show. 

It wasn't just chance, by the way, that (fic- 
tional} ATs five wives helped in hb ultimate 
kragevity. New studies have indicated that 
loneliness may be an important factor in the 
onset of fatal heart attacks or stroke. AI also 
was a tropical fish collector and, although he 
never realized it, watching fish has been 
shown to lower blood pressure. Pets do too. 

And finally, new tests are suggesting that 
OfKe again the old wives had it right: Al's 
fight wBi hb wife may indeed have triggered 
that final attack. Sudden stresses, like ftight 
or fights, death or divorce can upset the 
hearf s electrical ^tem enough to set off an 
attack io susceptible persons. 

Take the test. If your score b over 30, see 
your doctor. If it's over 36. and you are not 
yet under a doctor's care, better call him 
today. If ifs over 20. the suggestions in 
Diethrich's book may help. In any case, don't 
panic. If AI could do It, couldn't you?

f^GENSBURG, West Germany, 
March 3 (AFP) — Chopper, the so-Cailed 
ghost that h.'ts haunted a dentist's office 
for the past several raonihs.'t^ hurling 
insults at the dentist and his.|>atien^ may 
simply be a ventriloquist's hoax. That pos- 
sibility has been raised by several West 
German publicationsv including the 
weekly news magazine DerSpugel, and by 
the prosecutors' office in Regensburg, in 
eastern Bavaria. 

The news came on the heels of an inves- 
tigation that brought together experts, 
telecommunications technicians, counter 
espionage experts and even psy^cs. The 
element that most stumped 'the inves- 
tigators was the fact that Chopper.uttered 
his obscene words only when the medical 
secretary. 16-year-old Claudia Juden- 
inann. was present. One theory was that 
(.'hopper had fallen hopelessly in love with 
Miss Judenmann. 

.But another, which Der Spiegel itself 
aiN'anccd, was that the young secretary 
herself had shouted the insults, such as 
“sliut your mouth, you have bad breath." 
PerSpiegeU like a number of other news 
organizations* sent a special correspon- 
dent to the scene to in\'cstigate. 

I1ic corrci^ndent reported that Miss 
Judenmann hascontinually .tvoided being 
seen, pltoiographcd or filmed frontally 
while talking with Chopper. The Der 
Spiegel reporter also said the discussions- 
alwaystook place in the form of questions 
and answers, and never did both Miss 
.ludenm.'tiin and Ctu.>ppcr speak simul^ 
taneously. .

“The destruction of that (democratic) 
process is-cbmiiDg from Cuba and the Soviet 
Union," be added. 

Meanwhile, President Jose Napoleon 
Duarte appealed to “the democratic people 
of the world*' Tuesday to suppon his junta’s' 
plan to hold elections in EI ^Ivador despite 
efforts by leftist guerrSlas to scuttle them. 

“We need support of the democratic peo- 
ple of the world to give a change to those 
peopie(here) who do not want violence, who 
do not want assassinations, who want democ- 
racy," Duarte -told, a news conference in La 
Litertad. . 

Duarte stud that in the elections of a con-

Traveling around world 

Cloud mystifies scientists 


MAUNA LOA, Hawaii, March 3 (Agen- 
cies) — A large cloud has been traveling 
around the world for more than a month, 
and has been leaving meteorology perp- 
lexed as to its origins and composiiion. The 
cloud, which is three kms long and of vary- 
ing thicknesses, is invisible to the naked eye. 
It is too large to have been caused by a 
nuclear explosion, according to Thomas 
Defoor. a scientist at the Mauna Loa 
Geophysical Observatory. 

Defoor. who was the nist U.S. scientist to 
have noticed the cloud, said h could have 
come from an undetected volcanic eruption 
in the Aleutian Islands between Alaska and 
the eastern Soviet Union, or in the southern 
hemisphere. The cloud has traveled around 
the world at least four times. It was first 
noticed by Japanese scientists, who were 
also unable to explain the phenomenon, 
Defoor said. Laser telescope examinations 
carried out in Europe also failed to deter- 
mine the origin of the cloud, he added. 

. The Hawaii observatory picked uo th>* 


cloud with lidar, in which laser light is 
bounced off the atmosphere like radar 
sound waves arc bounced off an object. A 
telescope measures how much laser light is 
reflected back tu eanh. Defoor said the 
Japanese and Europeans use different lidar 
methods, so it is difficult for them to put 
their heads together and come up with an 
explanation. 

It may haw been caused by a volcanic 
eruption, Defoor said, but scientists haven't 
been able to identic any recent volcano 
activity that fits the bill. At the Hawaii 
observatory, scientist Robert Decker specu- 
lated a volcanic eruption might have occur- 
red in the Aleutian Islands of Alaska. 

“There are eanhquakes in the Aleutians 
at the time," Decker said, and an eruption 
might have been mistaken for an earth- 
quake on worldwide seismographic devices. 
There are no lidars in the southern hemis- 
phere, Defoor said, making it difficulty to 
determine if the cloud originated there and 
moved north. J

Minister Indira Gandhi said Wednesday that 
all problems with Pakistan, including kash- 
mir. should be settled at the bflateral level as 
stipulated in the Simla Agreement signed 
between the two countries in 1 972. Speaking 
to the press during a stopover at Ranchi Air^ 
port in the state of Bihar. Mrs. Gandhi stres- 
sed that she failed to understand why Pakis- 
tan had raised the Kashmir issue at the 
Human Rights Comnussion in Geneva. 

The prime minisner was referring to a 
statement by Pakistani Ambassador Agha 
Hilaly at the Human Rigbu Commission last 
-month comparing the Kashmir dispute with 
the Palestinian and Namibian issues. HUaly's 
remarks have already prompted India to can- 
cel a proposed meeting in Islamabad between 
the foreign secretaries of the two countries to 
discuss a proposed no-war pacL

I just wanted to get 
my family off the plane, so 1 handed the note 
lo'a steward." 

The plane was evacuated and searched b>' 
an army bomb disposal team which flew in 
several hours later.

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LONDON. March 3 (AP) — Britain's new 
centrist aUlance between the Social Democ- 
rats and the Liberal Pany has lost ground 
against the Conservatives and Labor, but stiU 
holds a slender lead with electors, according 
to an opinion poll in the DaiSy Star Wednes- 
day. 

The Market and Opinion Research Inter- 
national poll, conducted Feb. 1 8-22 among 
1 .895 voters around the country, showed that 
34 percent would vote for the alliance in a 
general election. Thirty percent said they 
would vote for the ruling Conservatives and 
33 percent for the divided oppostion Labor 
Pany. 

A similar poll last month ^ve the alliance 
40 percent, with 29 percent for the Conserv'a- 
tives and 30 percent for Labor. Another poll 
published in The Scctsman, Scotland's roost 
authoritative daily, showed support in Scot- 
land for the alliance has faUen by 5 percent in 


the last three months. 

It gave the alliance 29 percent of the vote 
against 34 percent in a similar survey last 
November. Labor was the main beneficiary 
of the SDP-Liberal slippage. 

Thiny-nine percent of the 1.100 Scottish 
voters questioned said they would back 
Labor against 36 percent in November. The 
Conserve*'* share slipped from 18 percent 
in Novel.. ‘o 17* percent.

U.S. intelUeence report 

Soviet naval program 
found ‘less impressive’ 


WASHINGTON, March 3 (AP) — The 
U.S. Navy's intelligence chief told Congress 
that Soviet naval construction eased some- 
what last year but is expected to surge again 
this year. 

Rear Adm. Sumer Shapiro, director of 
naval intelligence, said Tuesday that 1981 
“was somewhat less impressive than 1980 
when six new classes of submarines and 
major surface combatants were producecT' in 
Soviet shipyards. 

"From this standpoint, 1981 can be charac- 
terized as a period in which the Soviets were 
catching their breath following a spectacular 
year." Shapiro said in a report. 

“1 expect them to pick up the pace again 
this year, including the first unit of another 
laige class of cruisers." The naval intelligence 
chief gave his report to a House of Represen- 
tatives Armed Services Subcommittee in sec- 
ret. A censored version was made available at 
the Pentagon. 

Unlike a report he gave about a year ago. 
Shapiro disclosed no new types of vessels are 
being built for the Soviet Navy. However, 
even though Shapiro said there were no spec- 
tacular gains, he reported progress in naval 
developments across the board. 

For example, he said the Sovnets “made 
significant progress' in testing a new long- 
range missile, the SS-20. for its ^ant typhoon 
submarine and evaluating new Cruise mis- 
sfles 

Shapiro listed these highlights in the Soviet 
naval program: 

The Soviets will soon launch their fourth 
40,000-ton Kiev-class aircraft carrier, adding 
to their navy's ability to carry seaborne air- 
power to di^ant waters. 

The Soviet Union's first nuclear-powered 
aircraft carrier, displacing possibly 70.000 


tons, is expected to be operational by the end 
of the decade. There have been -repeated 
references to such a ship under construction 
in past reports, but virtually no details have 
ever been provided. The biggest U.S. 
nuclear-powered aircraft carriers displace 
more than 90.000 tons. 

A second Kirov-class cruiser, one of the 
most heavily armed ships in the world, has 
been launched and is being prepared for sea 
trials probably next year. The I^ov, displac- 
ing about 28.000 tons, is the Soviet Union’s 
first nuclear-powered surface warship. 

The Soviet Navy completed initial sea trials 
for two new classes of guided-missile des- 
troyers. 

Storm batters 
northern India 

NEW DELHI, March 3 (AP) — A late 
winter storm continued to batter northern 
India with hail and heavy snow as the stonn- 
related death toll rose to 1 6 over the past two 
days, news reports said Wednesday. 

Eight persons died in Kanpur, 400 kms 
southeast of here, during an unusually severe 
storm that pounded the area with hailstones 
the size of tennis balls, according to newYS 
reports. A roof collapsed during a simDar 
hailstonn at Mathura, 150 kms soth of New 
Delhi, killing three persons and injuring 25. 

Heavy snow toppled tress ^and snapped 
power lines in Simla, 300 kms to the north, 
leaving residents of the capital of Himachal 
Pradesh state shivering in minus 3.6-degree 
Celsius (25-degree Fahrenheit) tempera- 
tures. Five persons were reported killed, two 
when the roof of their house coDapsed and 
three from fumes from a stove. 


Schmidt pleads for battle tank plan 


BONN, March 3 (R) — Chancellor Hel- 
mut Schmidt has appealed to members of 
West Gennany's parliamentary defense, 
budget and foreign a^irs committees to save 
a Franco-German tank project under fire 
from all the Bono parties. 

Schmidt told committee members Tuesday 
from the governing Social Democratic (SPD) 
and Free Democratic (FDP) parties that the 
plan to build a main battle tank for the 1990s 
was important for Franco-German friend- 
ship, an SPD spokesman said. 

He said President Francois Mitterrand had 
reaffirmed France's interest in the project 
during talks in Paris last week, the spokesman 
added. The project was agreed in 1980 b>' 
Schmidt and French President Valery Ois- 


card (fEstaing. 

It has been attacked by parliamentary 
defense experts, senior army officers and the 
West German arms industry as costly, 
unnecessary and unfeasible. Ilie conserva- 
tive Bonn oppositioD also opposes the 
scheme. Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher backed Schmidt at Tuesday’s ses- 
sion, but sources at the meeting said the 
deputies remained skeptical.

OPEC faces price-cutting war 


LONDON, March 3 (AP)* — Britain’s 
decision to slash the price of its North Sea oil 
by $4 to $31 a barrel could trigger a price- 
cutting war in the Organization of Oil Export- 
ing Countries (OPEC), energy ^)edalists 
specuhited Wednesday. 

London's move Tuesday means Britain has 
for the rirst time taken the lead in fudng worid 
oil prices. The British proposed that tte price 
cut. bigger than expected, be frozen until 
June in an apparent bid to bringa measure of 
stability to the increasingly erratic worid oil 
market. 

The British decision and a price reduction 
of S2.50 to $25.29 a barrel by Venezuela, an 
OPEC member. Tuesday increased pressure 
on OPEC producers to lower their tarif&. 

Mexico and Iran, desperate for petrodol- 
lars to bankroll its war with neighboring Iraq, 
have also lowered prices in recent weeks. 

Iraqi Oil Minister Taych Abdel-Karioi 
Tuesday called for an emergency meeting of 
OPEC to discuss the weakness of the world 
oil market and what appears to be a growing 
crisis for the organization that has pushed up 
oil prices to high levels in recent years. 

OPECs chairman, United Arab E^nirates 
Oil Minister Mana Oteiba Wednesday con- 
tinued 9 fence-mending tour of member 
states in a bid to heal a widening rift within 
the organization triggered by a big drop in the 
world demand for oil 

There was no sign that Oteiba was makmg 
much progress. He said an OPEC conference 
would be convened if "a majority of member 
states decide for it." The price of Britain's 
North Sea crude is infonnally linked with the 
price of Saudi Arabia's best quality 03. The 
Saudi Arabian grade is currently pegged at 
$34 a barret: the OPEC benchmark. 

With the tradiuonaUv low demand period 
of the summer approaching, there was specu- 
lation- that o3 prices could tumble to around 
$25 a barrel. Most OPEC oil ranges between 


$30.20 and $37 a barrel at presenL 

Britain currently is producing 1.9 million 
barrels a day from 20 North Sea fields, higher 
than any OPEC country apart from Saudi 
Arabia, the non-Communist woricTs biggest 
producer. 

Britain, through the state-owned British 
National 03 Corp., has slashed hs prices by 
1 1 .4 percent in the last month, making its 
high-quality crude the cheapest of its kind in 
the world. BNOC handles around two-third 
of Britain’s North Sea output. 

By taking the unaccustomed role of price- 
setter, Britain now is undercutting its direct 
OPEC competitors, Nigeria, Libya and 


Algeria, by up to $6 for every 3S^allon bar- 
rel. 

The drop in ofl prices foUows a major glut 
on the wo^ martet of a surplus of around 4 
minion a day. This stems from a deep 
economic recession that has reduced demand 
for o3. 

OPEC production last year was down to its 
lowest level sinoe 1969 and now is estimated 
at 20 million barrels a day, just under half the 
total worid output 

OPEC production reached a peak of 
around 30 million barrels a day two or three 
years ago.

Romania seeks debt delay 


Oil pollution at sea plummets 


LONDON, March 3 (AFP) — 03 poUu- 
tioo on the world's oceans has dropped signif- 
icantly over the past 10 years, the Inter- 
Governmental Maritime Consultative 
Organization (IMCO) said in its latest report 
published here. 

IMCO estimated that the amount of pet- 
roleum hydrocarbons polluting the sea has 
dropped about 40 percent from more than six 
mil^n tons a year in 1971 to 3.6 million tons 
last year. 

The IMCO report follows a “workshop" 
session organized by the United States 
National Academy of Sciences in Florida, last 
November. 

It attributes the improvement to the fact 
that it is no longer legal for tankers to dis- 
charge unlimited quantities of ofly wastes 
outside the prohibited zone — normally 50 
miles (80 km) from land. 

IMCO said that surveillance of illegal dis- 
charges has been tightened up in many coun- 
tries, that there is a greater awareness of the 
need for anti-poDution regulations, and that 
the “dramaticT increase in the oil price dis 


courages waste. It also highlights the “cleaner 
seas” provisions which are now included in 
charter party agreements and mean that 
operators no longer have to shoulder the full 
cost of keeping ofly residues on board ship. 

But IMCO warned that sea pollution was 
^ encouiaged by the preponderance of age- 
ing tankers, the shortage of well-equipped 
new tankers and the growing number of 
less-experienced tanker operators. 

It alro noted that world oil traffic and mer- 
chant fleets bad grown sharply over the past 
10 years, with the tanker fleet tonnage doubl- 
ing from 169354,730 deadweight tons to 
339,801,719 deadweight tons. 

Oil pollution from accidents at sea doubled 
over the decade to an average estimate of 

390.000 tons a yev. But most other big 
causes of sea pollution ■ dropped sharply. 
Industrial wastes halved to 1.4 millioo tons a 
year, as did pollution from engine exhaust 
fumes to 300,000 tons. And losses from pro- 
doction platforms fell from an estimated 

80.000 -tons a year to 50,000 tons despite a 
big increase in the number of such platforms. 


MOSCOW, March 3, (R) — Trade bet- 
ween the United States and Soviet Union 
grew more than a third during 1981 , but 
still la^ed well behind the levels of the late 
1970s, according to statistics released here. 

An analysis published by the U.S. Com- 
mercial Office said trade turnover between 
the two countries had risen to $2.69 billion a 
37 percent increase over the 1980 £guxe. 

As in pre^us years, the trade balance was 
heavily in America’s favor. U.S. exports rose 
55 percent to $2.34 billion, w^e Soviet sales 
to the U.S. slumped by nearly a quarter to 
$347 mfliion. 

■ Agricultural exports, mainly grain, made 
up more than 70 percent of U.S. sal^ with 
fertilizer and tracklaying equipment talcing 
up most of the rest. 

The 1982 figures showed that trade was 
running at little over half tte level it reached 
in 1 978-1 979. The first business slump came 
when the U.S. imposed sanctions on Moscow 
in 1980 after it intervened in Af ghanistan . 
Since then poor political relations have been 
blamed 1:7 businessmen for the low level of 
oommeic^ activity. 

French shares 
continue to slide 

PARIS, March 3 (AFP) — French shares 
dropped an overall 0.4 percent m trading 
here Wednesday. 

Dealers said a factor Wednesday was the 
behavior of Wall Street, where a further 
decline occurred late Tuesday after an initial 
rise. In Paris Wednesday, selling was fairly 
well absorbed. 


FRANKFURT, March 3 (AP) — 
Romania has become the second East Euro- 
pean country, to tell Western lenders it cannot 
meet payments on debts from 1981 and 
1982, sources have said. 

Frankfurt banking sources, who requested 
anonymity, said the Foreign Trade Bank of 
Romania asked in a telex received late Mon- 
day by Western banks to delay payment of $3 
billion due m • *4981 and 1982 to Western 
banks, governments and businesses. 

This followed news that Poland fafled to 
meet a Feb. IS deadline for paying interest 
due in 1981 to Western banks. Banking 
sources, who requested ' anonymity, said 
Western banks had expressed disappoint- 
ment over the failure in a telegram sent to the 
Polish Hnance Ministry and Bank Handlowy, 
Poland's foreign trade bank, from London 
last Friday. 

Bank Handlowy, replied that technical dif- 
ficulties prevented it from honoring its oblig- 
ations and assured creditors Poland would 


complete interest payments by the end of 
March, the sources said. 

Swiss Bank Corp. General director Franas 
Christe Tuesday said Poland silfl owes West- 
ern banks some $75 million in interest due in 
1981. 

Repayment of all interest on Poland’s 1.981 
debt is a precondition set by W'estern banks 
for the signing of an agreement to reschedule 
the Communist countr>''s $2.4 billion in out- 
standing Western debt due in 1981. 

Frankfurt banking sources said Romania 
had' proposed rescheduling repayment of 
debt due in 1981 and 1 982 afler six and a 
half years, after a five-year grace period at 
interest rate 1.75 percent above the Luodun ' 
interbank offered rate and with a one percent 
rescheduling fee. 

The sources said the Romanians offered to 
pay a remaining $600 million ■— equivalent of 
ail the 1982 debt — on schedule, providing a 
rescheduling agreement was signed iiist with 
Western creditors. 


U,S,, Canada aid dips- FAO 
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ROME, March 3 (AFP) — The United 
States and Canada are among food donor 
countries that are frilling down on their food 
aid commitments. to the Third World, the 
U.N. Fo^ and Agricultural Organization 
(FAO) said here Wednesday. 

Knpointing tiie U.S. and Canada in their 
capacity as tiie world's top grain producers, it 
said there had been a constant decline in food 
aid to the developing countries since 1978. 

In the accountancy year 2981-82 some 

400.000 tons of food ct^d not be delivered 
due to budget economies ordered by the U.S. 
government, the FAO noted. Allocations for 
the year were now 8,800,000 tons against the 
original quantity of 9,2Ci0,000 tons. 

The dedine was occuring de^ite efforts by 
the European Economic Community (EEC) 
to catch up on the backlog under the food aid 
prograiTL 

(n the past four years food aid had drop- 
ped. but other forms of support were not 
forthcoming, the FAO said. The figures 
were: 9.500,000 tons in 1978-79, 9,000,000 


in 1 979-80. 8.400.000 in I98Q-81 and 

8.800.000 tons earmarked for 1981-82 but 
yet to be allocated in practice. 

The FAO recailed that in 1974 the world 
food conference recommended 10,000,000. 
tons per annum as. a minimum figure for any 
serious attack on famine. 

The FAO was specially worried about the 
U.S. trend. The 1982 budget provided for 

5.100.000 tons of food, including 4.800,000 
tons of grain, for 1983 the figure would fall u> 

4.900.000 tons, and the decline would con- 
tinue after that, the organizatkin noted. 

Canada’s grain aid bad .steadily fallen since 
1976 and now seemed to be level at 600,000 
tons a year, its minimum written commit- 
ment. 

On the other hand Australia had doubled 
its aid in five years and Japan was honoring its 
promises. The European Economic Com-

Jaruzelski fails to reassure Soviets 


MOSCOW, March 3 (AFP) — Explana- 
tions about Poland's economic future just 
given here by Prime Minister Wojciech 
Jaruzelski do not appear to have won 
wholehearted support from Kremlin chiefr, 
who are still worried about attacks on Social- 
ist economic orthodoxy and aware of limits to 
aid they can give. 

This was the prevailing view here Wednes- 
day after a 48-hour visit by the head of the 
Polish government and Communist Party, 
who returned home Tuesday. But the dUfer- 
eoces, believed to relate as much to reform, 
proposals attributed to Warsaw as to details 
of Soviet aid — the two being closely linked,- 
were cleverly concealed in the atmosphere of 
reunion given to the meeting. Gen. Jaruzelski 
was suirounikd by itigns of.unde^nding 
‘*'^ich consti^ed siogulariy with the cool 
cordiality encountered by The Polish leader- 
ship earlier. 

InfcHmed Soviet sources said Jaruzelski 
could hardly have been more reassuring his 
resolve to kxtep Poland in the Sodalist orbit. 

A joint communique was explicit in this 
regard. Jaruzelski said he would “cut short 
with the utmost energy any attempt to 
resume actions aimed at sabotaging the 
economy, rekindling anarchy and disorder, 
and modifying the social and potitical 
negiine". 

Comparable assurances were given to the 
Kre mlin leaders on the unbreakable links 
between Poland and .the USSR and the 
defense of the Yalta achievements, and on 
conve^g views in the face of -Western 
meddling. 

But Soviet observers noted that the official 
Soriet news agency Tass referred to “a con- 
cordance of views" without saying this was 
“totaT' — a significant difference in part 
of the world. 

Oeariy, the Soviet and PPlish leaders 
agreed when they lambasted Western 
economic sanctions and, in pa*«ng warned 
European countries against any attempt to go 
a s feu- a s the United States. 

Hie joint communique spoke of “declared 


blackmail, prcsssure, attempts to sap tbe 
peaceful structure of relatioDS between 
states, and the threat to peace and security in 
Europe.” 

But the communique was relatively vague 
on one of the basic themes of the talks here, 
the eyplution of the Polish ecemomy and 
assistance from tbe pSSK. 

Just one out of the 23 pages in the Ru^laii 
language document listed Poland's needs 
(energy products, raw materials and equ^ 
meat), reaffirmmg that the USSR pioaiised

Reagan said President John F. Kennedy's 
budget in 1962 called for defense spending 
totaling 44 percent of the federal budget 
while his own defense spending would 
amount to 29 percent of the budget- 

Addressing a large group of young people 
in the audience in Albuquerque; Reagan 
declared: "There isn't anyone who isn't anti- 
cipating today or thinking in terms that they 
should someday be called upon to bfeed their 
lives into some battlefield somewhere in the 
world as other young people before them.

EEC curbs 
on Russia 
seen failing 

BRUSSELS, March 3 (AP) — A Euro- 
pean Economic Community (EEC)'plan to 
spend $420 million less this year on Amends 
and other products from the Soviet Union 
would be a gem of a political move but have 
little economic impact, trade analysts say. 

It would put a few diamond cutters back to 
work in Belgium. It could mean more profits 
for firms that produce minks in Denmark and 
ammonia m West Germany. And it will 
please the United States, which has asked 
Europe to join in anti-Soviet sanctions over 
Poland. 

“But this is not going to make the Soviet 
Union totter," said a trade official of the 
10-nation EEC, made up of America's Euro- 
pean aUies. "It's a gesture to show displeas- 
ure with Soviet involvement in Poland. It 
would introduce an element of uncertainty in 
Soviet trade planning." 

"If s not going to mean anything in terms of 
upsetting their commerce,” he said. "If s a 
signal to the Soviet Union." British Foreign 
Secretary Lord Carrington said when the 
sanctions plan was announced last week. 

EEC executives last week proposed that 
the countries raise or impose quotas to halve 
imports of selected goo&. Member govern- 
ments agreed to the principle and after some 
tinkering with the list are expected to make a 
final decision by the end of the month.

BELGRADE, March. 3 (R) — Yugos- 
lavia's opponents in the World Soccer Cup 
finals in Spain this summer could have trou- 
ble with twms Zlatko and Zoraii Vujovic. It 
is almost impossible to tell them apart. 

Zlatko, the elder by 15 minutes, is the one 
with an uncanny knack of finding space in the 
penalty box, usually after penetrating runs 
from the right flank. His speed and flair has 
brought him 12 goals in 16 appearances for 
the national side. 

Zoran usually plays in defense. But he pre- 
fers midfield from where he can run at the 
defense in a fashion so similar to his brother 
that opponents often feel they are seeing 
double. 

Yugoslav coach Miljan Miljanic likes to 
joke that if he is playing only one of the 
23-year-old twins he could replace him with 
the other at half-time without anyone notic- 
ing the switch. But that is unlikely to happen. 
Miljanic has such a high regard for the 
brothers that he played them consistently in 
the world cup qualifying matches and is cer- 
tain to keep faith with them in Spain. 

Before Miljanic took over the national side 


two years ago after three suceessful years of 
coaching Real Madrid in Spain, the Yugos- 
lavs tended to lose to inferior teams through a 
lack of commitment 

But the Vujovic twins have played a signif- 
icant part in changing that l^kadaisical 
approach. They set the standards, always 
wanting to be involved in the action. That is 
why Zoran does not particularly like playing 
at full-back, his usual role in Mfljani^s teams. 
He feels the position is not demanding 
enough. 

The twins say they are not telepathic, 
although they often seem to be. so clorely do 
they play together. The simple answer to 
their uncanny understanding is that they have 
been playing alongside each other since they 
started with Hajduk Splif s junior team as 
1 1 -year-olds. 

*ne twins eventually graduated to the first 
team and have no intention, for the moment 
at least, of following the long line of top 
Yugoslav players who have moved West to 
seek their fortunes. 

They have Just signed four-year contracts 
with Hajduk and will be paying their hearts 


out in Spain “to show our worth — not to sell 
ourselves,” Zlatko said. Zoran said that 
under Mfljank’s guiding band the team as a 
whole would be much tougher p^chologi- 
cally than any previous Yugoslav side. 

"Yugoslavia are going to surprise many of 
the favorites in Spain," be added. Both twins 
are likely to make vital contributions in the 
finals Zlatko confounding defenders with his 
speed, explosive breaks and ability to turn 
opponents inside out, and Zoran bursting 
through from the Jback. swinging long, accu- 
rate passes forward. 

The pair also share a strong sense of fair 
play. Zlatko recently upset Hajduk fens by 
berating a team-mate who injured Belgrade 
Red Star's classy midfielder Vladimir Pet- 


rovic in a friendly. But he offered no 
apologies for his stand. " I would do it again.” 
be said. "I detest intentional fouls whether 
they are committed by opponents or my own 
team-mates.” 

Such an attitude is to be expected when be 
is frequently the object of such skuDduggeiy 
by defenders unable to cope with his speed. 
But Zoran is the same, with a reputatkm for 
fairness unusual in a modern defender. 

The Vujovic^ looks and similar style of 
play are going to pose many benches for 
opponents in Spain. But there is one clue 
which Miljanic let slip to help in identifying 
them. They have slightly different hairstyles.

Rebel cricketers ignore TCCB*s pleas.

PRETORIA, March 3, (Agencies) — 
Ignoriag a last-minute appeal from London, 
a team of English cricketers Wednesday 
opened a controversia] private tour of South 
Africa. 

The team, which includes many of Eng- 
land’s top players, started play here against a 
team made up of South Africa's most 
talented young cricketers. The tour sparked a 
major political storm in Britain and English 
cricket authorities said they bad made a final 
appeal to the 1 2-man team to call off their 
visit. 

South Africa has been barred from interna- 
tional cricket since 1970 because of hs apar- 
theid poUcies. The EngUsh players began the 
match against the South Afru» under-25 
team despite the appeal from the ^veming 
body of English cricket, the Test and County 
Cricket Board. “ If it is thought practicable 
for you to do so, we urge you to reconsider 
your position and refrain from playing in any 
such matches,’* the Board told the players. 

The TCCB said it sent a letter Tuesday 
night to the 12.“We must makeyou aware erf 
the veiy strong reaction in England and other 
countries to foe proposed participation by 
you and other . English cricketers in 
international-calibre matches in South 


Africa,” wrote board chairman George 
Mann and secretary Donald Cair. 

The cricketers, labeled the “Dirty Dozeii** 
by some critical British politidans, arrived in 
JohaimesbuTg over the past few days to play a 
series for sums report to be up to *40,Cf00 
sterling ($70,000) each. 

The Board pointed out to the rebels they 
could be endangering tours by India and 
Pakistan to England later this year. Such a 
move would “seriously affect County 
finances and the possible foture livelihood of 
follow cricketers,” the officials wrote. Sports 
officials also foar a boycott by black nations 
of the Commonwealth Games in Australia 
this year. 

The organizers of the four-week tour were 
istill negotiatiDg to indude another player in 
foe team and the mystery 13th man is said to 
be a top-class batsman. The tour of South 
Africa is threatening to split the cricket world 
and have repercusrioos in other sports, but 
South African Cricket Union president Joe 
Pamensky said his organization had **no 
alternative but to invite them". “Did the rest 
of foe world really expect us to rit patiently 
and wait forever?” be asked.

They considered the 
referee's decision to award foe fight to the 
British boxer more than generous, e^jedally 
since Magri was only saved by foe bell from a 
ninth round knockoot. 

The British referee awarded 9S¥i points to 
Magri and 96V^ to Arreola, representing a 
victory margin of seven rounds to three for 
the European champion. Magri was floored 
by a vidous left hook, ' and sitting on the 
canvas, took a count of five before the bell 
sounded to end the round. The break enabled 
him to recover enough strength to fend off 
the Mexican's detenoiaed attempts at a 


knockout in foe final round. The British 
boxer bad begun the match by fighting bril- 
liantly but by foe end his right eye was almost 
closed and his face bruised. 

Magri needed stitches after his knockout 
defeat by another Mexican, Juan Diaz, five 
months ago, and tus manager may decide he 
is not yet ready for a worid title challenge. 
Earlier in the evening Arreola’s brother 
Adriano created a surprise by beating British 
bantamweight champion John Feeney, also 
on points over ten rounds. 

It was a bad result for Feeney, who is due to 
go to Australia in a month to challenge 
Australia's Paul Ferriera at foe Sydney 
Opera House for the vacant commonwealth 
title.

The 
game, which he described as “the diess of 
sport,” is also played in the open air; teams 
wear white, a “Saudi color'*; and the sport 
evokes a sense of fun under foe surface on 
which certain niceties are punctiliously 
observed: all features which will attract Saudi 
Arabs in Hawes' opinion.

LIMA, Peru, March 3 (AF) — Tbrrorists 
freed 230 inmates from a prison in the sontbr 
era city of Ayacucbo Tuesday ni^t in a 
bloody attack in which 1 0 persons were killed 
and several injured, the Peruvian govern- 
ment announced W^nesday. 

Interior Minister Gen. Jose Ga^iaidi said 
the dead included three policemen and seven 
terrorists. *' 

Gagliardi said the terrorists, using dyna- 
mite, machine guns and other firearms, 
simultaneously attacked three police sta- 
tions, a hospital and the priscxi between 11 
p.m. Tuesday and 12.20 a.m. Wednesday. 

The assaults against the police stations and 
hospital evidently were intended to (Overt 
attention from the operation against the 
prison, he said. 

The government declared a state of 
emergency in Ayacucbo, an Andean city of 
some 1 00,000 inhabitants S7S kms southeast 
of Uma, and sent 210 police reinforcements 
from Lima in two flights Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

Gagliardi said the prisoners who were 
released included some accused of teiiorist 
acts and others held on common cranes. The 
prison had a population of some 350 inmates 
before the massive escape. 

Although Gagliardi caDed the assailants 
''terrorists,'* he did not identify their organ- 
izations or political ideology. “The assault 
was carried out 1^ well prepared people and 
was similaT to a rotary commando attadc," 
Gag^aTdi said. 

-The civiUan govennnent of President Feriv- 
nandb Befaunde Terry has been plagUed Tfy 
isolated terrorist attach since Belaunde was 
inaugurated m July of 1980. 

The Interior Ministry, wbidi contrc^ 
interaal security forces, had reported before 
Wednesday’s attack that thm had been 
more than 1,000 dynamitir^ of private and 
public installations by unidentified tenorists 
since Belaunde took office. More than a 
dozen persons had been killed. 

The government has shown confuaon over 
who is behind the violence, sometimes blam- 
ing the terrorism on drag traffickers and 
other times on foreign agitators orthe “Sen- 
dero Luminoso," or lifted path, a military 
branch of the Peruvian Ccnximurust . Party 
which is believed to be based in Ayacucbo.

Irish rivals locked in power struggle 


DUBLIN, Ireland, March 3 (AP) — 
Prime Mnister Garret Htegerald and his 
political rivaL former Premier Charles 
Haugh^, are lodced in a crucial power 
Struve to form the Irish Republics oeia 
government after a general election that left 
both short of an overall majority in parlia- 
ment. 

Whoever can secure the support of some 
of the seven iodependents, most of them 
leftists, who hold ^ balance of power wQ] 
6e elMted Taoiseach, Gaelic for prime 
minister, when parliainent reconvenes next 
Tuesday. 

Both Htzgerald, leader of Fine Gael 
(temily of tte Irish), and Haoghey have 
been holding closed-door horse-trading 
sesaons with the independents for the last 
week, but so frir neither has anything in 
wxitit^ and the struggle may not be resolved 
until the Dail, or lower bouse, reconvenes. 

The scrantiile for power place amid 
the Tepubli^s worst economic crisis since 
the state was founded after independence 
from Britain in 1921. 

Haugbey appeared to be in the strongest 
position because his conservative Fianna 
FaS(soldiersofde$tmy)parfywon81 ofthe 
166 seats in the Dail. 

That was two short of an outright major- 
ity. He needs to win tte support of at least 
two of the seven minority parfy deputies or 
indepeodehts elected Feb. 18. But the lone 
non-leftist is nationalist hawk Neil Blaney, 
an Independent Fianna Fan deputy, who 
wni almost certainly back Haughey. 

That leaves the ex-premier just one inde- 


pendent to secure for the necessary 83-vote 
majority. The spesdter of the Dail^ elected 
from the deputies, has no vote. 

Fitzgerald, whose coalition of the more 
liberal Fine Gael and Labor won 78 seats 
last month, needs to win the support of at 
least five nidependents. That means thaf he 
has to make sizeable concessioiis, particu- 
larly on economic policy, to th^ if he 
wants to secure anotter term as Taoiseach. 

Fitzgerald Tuesday went into a huddle 
with hfeverick sodaUst Jim Kemmy whose 
vote brought the minorify coalition gov- 
ernment down in January over a proposed 
austerify budget. The election was called 
after the coalition was defeated 82 votes to 
81. 


Eariier, he got Hne GaeFs approval to 
dilute his tong^ budget proposals for hefty 
tax hikes and welfare cuts. It was not known 
exactly what amendments will be made, but 
tile autbozitativeififA Uma reported these 
win be the measures "most repugnant” to 
five of the leftists. 


The depufy Fine Gael leader noted that 
**as a pra^atic politician, if I can put a deal 
together that has something in it fOT me and 
doesn’ t bend my principles, then of course 1 
want to get into government.’' 

But the big question was aether Labor, 
which holds 15 of the coalition's 78 
seats,will back Fitzgerald. The party is split 
on con tinuin g in coalitioa with Hue Gaei. 

The leadership under Deputy Premier 
Michael O’Leary does, but the party’s 
executive and much of the rank-and-file do 


not If Labor breaks off from the coalition, 
it could form a loose allian ce of the left in 
the DaD with the independents. 

They indude three de putie s from Shm 
^ 'Workers Farcy (SFWP), ^litical 
arm. of the now-dormant and Marxist of& 
(^ IRA. Kemmy has sought to forge a 
smaller alliance between hit^lf and 
cal left-winger Tony Gregory and the three 
SFWP deputies to support one side or the 
other for a y^. 

But so fau he has made little pro gres s, 
.mainly because of SFWP opposition to such 
a bindiiig agreement It waotx to vote on 
issues as tb^ arise. An anthoritative SFWP 
source said Tuesday night that the tiuee 
Marxists win probably (ieclate tbeir choice 
when they vote March 9. 

If neither the coalition or Fianna Fail 
wins a majority next week, the republic will 
tikely have to gp to the polls again for its 
third general elecdoa since last June. That 
win forther d^r legislation needed to 
resolve the (iountt/s worst economic crisis. 

It has a record 10 billkm-Xtish pound 
(SI 5 bfllion) foreign debt Per capital, thaf s 
higher than Poland's national debt 

Unemployment is at a record high of 
146,600, or 13 percent of the work force. 
Inflation is currently at an annual rate of 23 
percent the higjhest in the 10-hation^

. Thelrisb Times noted in a somber editor- 
ial Monday: “The hiatus of the election hu 
added to our economic troubles: It will be 
weeks before wything significant can be 
achieved...God save I^and, indeed.”

ISTANBUL, March 3 (AP) — A milit- 
ary prosecutor said We^e^ay be wiD 
charge a group of leftist intellectuals 
arrested last Friday with “conspiracy to 
establish a Marxist-Leninisf’ repme in 
NATO-member Turkey. 

Col. Suleyman Takkeci, the chief milit- 
ary prosecutor of the Istanbul martial law 
command, said be had not yet prepared an 
indictment against 44 members of the 
now-dosed Turkisb Peace Committee. 

But, he. said, he will seek punishment 
under Articles 141 and 142 of the Turkish 
Penal Code. Other articles outlaw Com- 
mnnbt propaganda and “conspiracy to 
esablisb the hegemony of one class over 
the other.” 

In an interview in his office at the 
Selimi>'e banacks. used as the headquar- 
ters, of Che 1st Army and the military 
administration, Takkeci daimed that he 
had evidence the committee “acted as a 
front for Communist agitation and a grand 
design to bring about a Marxist-Leninist 
regime throu^ organization of jmfes- 
sional men.” 


. MOSCOW, March 3 (AFP) — The Soviet 
Union is working on a new proposal for dis- 
armament in Europe that could eliminate the 
United States from negotiations, an-..- 
infoimed$oviet.50uice reported Wednesday. 

Asked to comment on the report, a Soviet 
Foreign Ministry spokesman refused to con- 
finn of deny the report “ We have nothing 
more to say”, he said. According to the 
source, the Soviet proposal which ^uld be 
formulated in coming weeks, yms to align 
Soviet nuclear weaponry with the arms in 
French and British arseoials. * 

The Soviet plan would be to reduce Mos- 
cow’s intenn^iate-range SS-20 nudear 
weapons to the level of current French ud 
British forces. 

Under this proposal, the Soviets would 
have about 200 missiles either in Europe or 
capable of leaclung Britain and France. The 
combined British-French force wonld also 
amount to 200 missiles after the Soviet reduc- 
tions. 


MADRID, March 3 (Agencies) — 
Poland’s ambassador to the European sec- 
urity conference said Wednesday several 
hundred Polish citizens arrested after the 
martial law cxackdown will be released soon. 
“There wiU be a release of an important 
number of people arrested — several 
hundred — one of these days,” Dr. Wlod- 
zimierz Konarski told reporters. 

He told a news conference the release 
would take place this mouth after attending 
another fruitless session pf the 35-nation 
meeting in Madrid. He said about 3,000 per- 
sons stffl were under arest following die Dec. 
13 declaration of martial law by Polish 
authorities. He said this figure compared with 
6,500 detained two months ago. 

He also told reporters that the 18-month 
conference would continue and that Western 
reports it might break for a recess because of 
the Polish situation were erroneous. “The 
Madrid meeting is lasting. It is part of a pro- 
cess and I can assure that the process will be 
lasting as well.” The conference to review the 


1975 Helsinki agreements on human rights 
and detente has been stalemated by East- 
West clashes since it began. 

U.S. chief delegate continued his attack on 
Poland and alleged Soviet-backed repression 
there Wednesday by accusing the Soviet 
Union of . violating Helrinld agreements 

by continuing to “anne:^’ the Baltic states of 
Latvia, Lithuania and Estonia. Soviet dele- 
gate Leonid Uyehev rejected the charge, say- 
ing the United States should read the Hel- 
sinki agreements that endorse the Baltic 
states as part of the the Soviet Union. 

Meanwhile, Polish milicary leader Woj- 
ciech Jafuzelski has returned to Warsaw, vis- 
ibly strengthened after a hero’s welcome and 
two days of talks in Moscow, but no nearer to 
winning the confidence of his people. West- 
ern diplomats said the Kremlin dearfy sig- 
naled full support for Gen. Janizelski and his 
decision to clamp Pofend under martial law 
last December to blunt a chaUenge to Com- 
munist power by the free trade onion Solidar- 
ity. 


Carrington has ‘nice’ reply to Haig 


' The plan appeared to be consistent with 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev’s stated 
goal of reducing the number of 
intermediate-range missiles. 


Moscou^s plan would indude either des- 
truction or transfer of the missile to the far

France asked to apply 
apartheid sanctions 


PARIS, March 3 (AFP) — The chairman 
of the United Nations Committee on Apar- 
theid Wednesday expressed confidence that 
France would apply economic sanctions 
against Sontb Africa “at the appropriate 
time.” 

UJ4. ambassador Yusuf Maitaxna-Sule of 
Nigeria told a press conference at the end of a 
three-day visit to France which included talks 
with government leaders that the FreiKh 
authorities were in fevor of stopping trade 
with South Africa because of Pretoria's radal 
segregation polides. 


NAIROBI, Kenya, Mardi 3 (A^ — Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary Lord Canington said 
Wednesday he had“a very uce messr^” for ' 
U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig: “Pm 
not in the least offendecL” 

Canington was asked at a news conferenoe 
whether he was angered by the publication 
last week of what purported to be notes fixim 
a Haig staff meeting. According to The 
Wadt^iptm Post, the notes had the secretary 
describing Carrington a “duplicitous bas- 
tard” 

“My relationship with the secretary of state 
is ex tr emely good,” Carrington replied. “I 
have a very nice message for him: Fm not in 
the least offended.” A ripple of laughter ' 
q»nad through the crowd of more than 50 
journalists at the news conference. 

On Narmbia, Carrington said the “contact . 
group” of Western states negotiating 
Namibia's independence from South Africa 
would publish an explanation of their prop- 
osed electoral system for the territory by the 
end of the week. 

Lord Carrington said he bad had talks with 
presideat Daniel Arap Moi, current chai> 
man ofthe Organization of African Unity, on 
Namibia, Chad and western Sahara. 

He said he believed that the proposed 
“one-man, two-vote” electoral ^stem for 


Nami bia, which, has been rejected by the 
Namibian nationalists of SWAPO who ate 
fitting the South AiKcan presence, had 
been misunderstood. 

The foreign secretary also said that Kenya 
had a better understanding of the propos^' 
system, said to be inspired by that of West 
Germany, but he recognized that progress 
toward a settlement over Namibia had been 
slower than hoped. 

Lord Cairin^on defended die British.gov- 
emment deemon to send observers to elec- 
tions due this month in El Salvador, s^ing 
there was “nothing wrong” in going to see 
what haj^ned. Most European govern- 
ments have derided not to send o^rvers 
under the present dvfl war conditions. 

. The foreign secretary’s talks here also 
touched on bilateral relations between Bri- 
tain and Kenya.

Spain coup plot remains a mystery 


MADRID, March 3 (R) — Even though 
the trial of 32 military officers implicated in 
Spain's abortive coup last year is in its eighth 
day, it is still a mystery who phuined and led 
the attempL 

Tlie top defendants blame each other. 
More than 40 hours of written testimony, 
read out in monotonous tones 1^ militaiy 
court officials, have revealed deep contradic- 
tioos between them. At the center of the puz- 
zle are the two highest-ranking accused, Lt. 
Gen. Jaim Milans del Bosch, commander of 
Valencia at the time of the coup attempt, and 
Maj.. Geo. Alfonso Armada Comyn, then 
deputy head of the army. 

Gen. Milas del Bosch has accused Geo. 
Armada of preparing the coup and pretend- 
ing to have the support of King Juan Carlos. 
But Gen. Armada, a former tutor of the king, 
has categorically denied being part of the 
pl^ 

The third star defendant, Lt. Col. Antonio 
Tejero Molina, who like the others feces 30 


years in prison on charges of militaiy lebel- 
hon, has said he received orders from both 
generals to storm the Madrid Parliament on 
Feb. 23, 1981. 

Gen. Armada said be offered to head a
